This was the Cafe of Captain Robinfon, who 
Rode inthe Downs when a Fleet of the Enemies 
Merchants Ships paffed by, and he durft not 
ftir a Cables-length after them, till he had re- 
ceived Orders from the Admiralty, by which 
time the Ships were got into Dunkirk. Take 
one time with another, and Reftrain’d Commif- 
fions have done us more Mifchief than Commif- 
fons at Large, efpecially where Enterprifes are 
to be made at fuch diftance from the Fountain 
of Power.
